Books of the Week 


AFRICAN TRAVELS. 


It would be difficult to find another such 
contrast in travel as is supplied by Mr. 
MacCallum Scott's Barbary and Cap. 
tain Buchanan s Exploration of Air.” 
In the former we are borne by motor car 
over the broad, well-made roads of Algeria 
and Tunis—roads that span ‘he Atlas 
Meuntains and lead on to Biskra on the 
edge of the Sahara. In the latter we are 
far from civilisation, save for a few lonely 
French guard-posts, amid the desolation 
of sand and rock where ‘nly the camel 
can move, and Touaregs and fierce desert 
robbers eke out a half-starved existence. 
One is a land where the amenities of 
European civilisation are to be found at 
every turn, and the wonderful records of 
Roman gréatness stand as the shadow of a 
mighty name. The other is a barren 
waste where the few scat willages rise 
out of the sand which forms their walls, 
and deserted huts test.fy that this was a 
region which a century or more ago must 
have been able to sustain a larger popula- 
tion than the encroaching sand allows to- 


day. 

Mr. Scott's work is more satisfying than 
some others on Northern Africa that we 
have recently read, chiefly because he is 
not a sight-seer. He can fall back on his 
own stores of knowledge, culled not from 
Ss but from a wide and varied 
readi e has known of the glory of 
Rome before he came to this land, and he 
possesses the vision and the imagination 
that from the dead relics can conjure up a 
living past. To those who think of 
archeology as a dry pursuit we would re- 
commend a perusal of this.book. ‘Tipasa, 
Timgad, Carthage, the monstrous amphi- 
theatre that darkens the horizon in the 
Tunisian plain—they live for us in these 
pages not as d nes, but as bugle- 
notes blown from the past. Before Rome 
were Pheenicians, with their dark 
rites, their cruelties, their gorgeous pride, 
80 vividly described in the pages of 
Flaubert’s Salambo. They, too, are 

art of this wonderfal land, and Mr. 
Scott s chapters on “ The Old Gods and 
on the mountain that towers above Car- 
thage display a wide acquaintance with 
the religion and characteristics of that 
strange people. 

It is a book of real interest, full of a 
many-sided knowledge. of art, literature, 
and history. Mr. Scott's appreciation of 
what France has done is generous, and he 
arsa faces the problem why, politically, 
we do not appear to have made the same 
success of Egypt that France has made of 
Barbary. Curiously, Captain Buchanan's 
book also brings us into touch with French 
Colonial administration and drives home 
the fact that not England alone is the 
pioneer in the waste places of the earth. 
The lonely French outposts, some three or 
four in a stretch of miles of desert 
country, are a testimony to the greatness 
of their prestice among these people who, 
could wipe them out at any 


time. 
Captain Buchanan has been a traveller 
in many wild countries. An explorer and

Where there is 
room for doubt, as in regard to the early 
legendary history, and also in regard to 
not a few incidents of later periods, the 
author presents her views with proper 
caution. The account of the social 
structure of Gaelic Ireland summarised 
from. Dr. Joyce's social history is satis- 
factory ; but Miss Hayden might have re 
produced Dr. Joyce's explanation of the 
terms feis, dal, mordal, aenach, and 
oireachtas. Feis, which is a word cognate 
with festum and feast, was applied to the 


great conventions held at Tara, Croghan, . 


and Emain. The dal “was a meeting con- 
vened for some special 3 common lx 
connected with the tri a folkmote,’’ 
The aenech was a fair, had meeting for 
ames. Whether these ancient terms will 
ive again in the speech of the people it 
is 1 to prognosticate, but they 
are already so far in use ás to warrant 
an explanation of their meaning. 

We have not observed any errors of 
statement or any serious omissions in the 
body of this history. It might have been 
well, perhaps, if in her account of the 
Ulster Plantation Miss Hayden had made 
it more clear that the two important 
counties of Antrim and Down were not 
affected by the Plantation scheme of James 
I., and that their present population is 
descended from settlers, mainly of Scottish 
origin, who came to the country in con- 
siderable numbers before the Flight of the 
Farls. It is quite possible that these 
same settlers were in many instances de- 
scended from forbears of Irish origin 
who, centuries earlier, had crossed the 
same narrow seas, but in the opposite 
direction. 

The book is furnished with a full index, 
though it omits a reference to Drogheda. 
Under Scotland references should be 
made to pages 3 and 49, where an er- 
planation is given of the term Scoti which 
was employed by Latin writers to 
designate "the Irish, and of its subsequent 
application to the people of Pictland, or 
Alba, now Scotland. The volume contains 
a number of specially prepared maps. 
The format, printing and binding are ex- 
cellent, and ne book is remarkably free 
from printer's errors. We have noticed 
only the omission of the figure 9 from 
page 429 and a misspelling of the word 
“ Puritan” on page 317. 

The book is a credit to the authors 
and to the publishers, and should 
meet with wide success. One thing 
is omitted from this as from almost 
all other Irish histories. Except for the 
chapter on the Early Social Structure, 
no attempt is made to portray the social 
life and customs and religious usages of 
the people in the various periods under 
review. Yet what is so important? Wars 
are waged and rulers come and pass, but 
the life of the lowly goes on and it is 
that life that matters most to the State in 
the 2 last.

M. Briand's Fall. 


The resignation of the French Premier 
has given the coup de grace to the Cannes 


Conference. For the past week a storm 


has been brewing in the French 
Chamber. The whole Parisian Press 
has been in full cry after M. Briand ; 
but he continued to negotiate with 


Mr. .Idoyd George at Cannes in the 


hope that the fait accompli of an alliance 


with Britain would silence his vociferous 


opponents. The climax, however, was 
reached on Wednesday, when, as a result 
of. strong communications from the Elysée, 
1 Briand went back to Paris to defend 
his policy. Yesterday he spoke in the 
Chamber, having previously explained the 
progress of events at Cannes to his 


Cabinet. His colleagues apparently were 


unanimously in favour of the action which 
he had taken, and,-despite noisy inter- 
ruptions in the Chamber, his speech was 
a complete vindication of his policy.. Yet 


he resigned. Our London Correspondent 
gives the clue to this curious riddle. . M. 
Briand was virtually dismissed by the 
President. When M. Millerand accepted 
office, after M. Deschanel's mental break- 
down, he made no secret of his intention 
to exercise the fullest use of Presidential 


friendship, he agreed to guarantee her 
integrity for a period of ‘ten years. 
Apparently M. Briand had triumphed. 
Much as the British people dislike en- 
tangling alliances, they welcomed the 
agreement at Cannes. They believed that 
the gratification of France's dearest wish 
would relieve her of all further fears in 
regard to Germany, and. that now, for the 


first time since the war, Britain and |. 


Francé could present a really united 
front to the world. Unhappily, they were 
wrong. 

Recognising that Anglo-French friend- 
ship would be of little benefit to either 
country in a devastated and rapidly dis- 
integrating Europe, Mr. Lloyd George 
agreed to the alliance on certain condi- 
tions. In the first place, the reparations 
problem must be solved in a reasonable 
way. Europe could not continue to live 
in the present condition of financial un- 
certainty, and Britain was ready to make 
concessions to Germany in order to enable 
her to meet her liabilities. Consequently 
the British Premier proposed to invite 
representatives of the German Govern- 
ment to Cannes. On the face of it this 
did not seem to be a very extravagant 
proposal. To M. Millerand and M. Poin- 
caré, however, everything German is 
anathema, and, when M. Briand agreed 
to receive Dr. Rathenau at Cannes, he 
took the first step to disaster, Moreover, 
he agreed also to invite representatives of 
the Russian Government to the Economic 
Conference at Genoa; and that was the 


last straw. The French will be ready to 


admit, in theory, that no real progress 
can be made with the economic restoration 
of Europe until Russia takes her rightful 
place among the nations ; but, in practice, 
MM. Millerand and Poincaré would as 
lief canfér with Satan as with Lenin. M. 
Briand gave his consent to these two 
“heretical ” proposals because he believed 
that hardly any price was too. great ta 
pay for Britain’s alliance, and because Mr. 
Lloyd George was able to convince him 
that the time had come when Europe's 
well-being demanded imaginative and 
courageous action. M. Briand's dis- 
missal has upset all the British plans. 
Much, of course, depends on his successor ; 
but there is no doubt that the present 
crisis constitutes an unmistakable rebuff 
to Britain, and the chances of an early 
improvement in Anglo-French relations, 
alas! are poor,

The Railway Danger. 


To-morrow morning we shall have an 
Irish Provisional Government, and to- 
morréw night—unless sanity and patriotism 
prevail at the last moment— Ireland will 
have a general railway strike. In other 
words, on the first day of national self- 
government a blow will be dealt by Irish 
hands at the very vitals of the nation’s 
prosperity and peace, The country will 
protest -vehemently ‘against. the deep 
damnation of such a taking off.” The 
railway men accepted arbitration and now 
refuse to accept the arbitrator's award. 
They insist upon. claims which their 
colleagues on the far wealthier railways 
of Great Britain have abandoned, If 
these claims were granted, the Irish 
railways would be doomed. The prin- 
ciples of Mr. Carrigan’s award must be 
accepted sooner or later: that necessity 
admits of no question. We may question, 
however, the wisdom of enforcing the 
award at this most critical of all moments. 
The confusions of a. general strike 
would give innumerable opportunities for 
mischief to the enemies of Irish peace. 
The Labour Department of Dail Eireann 
failed to secure agreement yesterday. It 
failed even to get the contending parties 
together in the same room, The Provisional 
Government, however, will be a more 
authoritative body than the Labour De- 
partment of Dail Eireann: it will possess 
at the same time more effective sanctions 
and larger responsibilities. We ask the 
railway companies to suspend enforcement 
of the award; and the men to withhold the 
strike, until the new Irish Government 
has been given an opportunity to inter- 
vene. A wpek’s work by Mr. Griffith and 
his Ministers may succeed in averting a 
month of industrial ‘chaos. We know 
that the companies already have agreed to 
two postponements. A third postpone- 
ment not only would be an act of loyal 
service to the Provisional Government, 
but would be final proof of the railway 
companies’ desire for settlement on pos- 
sible and economic terms. 


The Port of Dublin. 


Only one protest—and that entirely 
négligible—was made yesterday against the 
election of Mr. David Barry as Chairman 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
There are two complete answers to the 
argument that a controller of a big part ef 
the port's traffic ought not to be Chairman 
of the Board. One is that the possession 
of large interests in any concern entitles a 
man to a place of influence in its manage- 
ment. The other is that in every busi- 
ness the prosperity of one _ share- 
holder is. the prosperity of all. Mr. 
Barry's first speech from the chair is of 
good omen. He realises fully the great 
opportunities which the political settle- 
ment will bring to the Port of Dublin.

Another principle is 
that the power of any object to attract attex 
tion depends on the intensity of the sensation 
aroused. Professor Harlow Gale, experiment- 
ing with colours, found that red b the 
test attention value, green is second, and 
lack is third. Black on a white background 
is more effective than white on a black back- 
ground. Moving objects attract more attention 
than objects at rest. Hence moving signs in 
street publicity. The first and last parts of an 
advertisement have the greatest attention value, 
as we are most impressed by the first and last 


parts of any experience.

Contrast has great attention value, as, for 
instance, a flash of light on a dark night, even 
a slight sound on a etilly night, a gentle breeze 
in warm summer, a ray of sunshine in winter, 
anything novel or uncommon. In advertising 
the influence of contrasts—especially contrasts 
that harmonise—is more fully recognised thsn 
utilised. 

Ease of comprehension is an important factor 
in advertising.

IRISH CHURCHMEN'S DUTY.

What the 
future held for their Church and their country 
it would be hard to say, but he might ask 
the people of that congregation, as he would 
ask the people of any cungregation to which 
he wae entitled to s , to realise that, as 
never before, Ireland was thrown back upon 
the Irish people and that its future depended 
on the spirit in which they approached this 
new task. To the Irish people they belonged, 
and if they were to be rightfully governed 
they must not sit down and leave it to other 
people.. They must take their part; they must 
contribute such gifts as they possessed to the 
commor stock for the benefit of their land.

STREET SWEEPING. 


DEMONSTRATION IN DUBLIN. 


A demonstration in street cleaning by motor 
sweepers was given in Dublin yesterday by 
the Cleansing partment of the Ccrporation 
in conjunction with representatives of motor 
companies. The streets selected were West- 
land row, Brunswick street, Denzille street, and 
certain side streeta. 

Three sweepers were employed, two of which 
are the property of the Corporation. The in- 
tention of the Corporation, it is understood, is 
to purchase a third machine. " 

One of the Corporation s'sweepers, a machine 
built by the Lacre Co., of London and Letch- 
worth, is already a familiar sight in Dublin, 
especially at night-time, and the other, which is 
somewhat heavier, is a 16 h.p. car, manu- 
factured 5 the Laffly Co., of Billancourt, 
France, and weighs about 36 cwt. 

The third machine was the Karrier Co.'s 
patent sweeper and collector, of 45 h. p., and 
W about 5) tons. 

ree machines did their work satis- 
factorily as far as the layman could see, and 
it was shown that they could do the work 
better, and in a shorter time than would be 
taken by three or four of the old horse 
sweepers. 

It is hoped that with the scquisition of a 
third motor-sweeper the Corporation may be 
enabled to keep the streets in a cleaner con- 
dition than they have been — 2 in the past.

The talk of a general election is sub- 
siding, and it now seems certain that the 
Prime Minister will meét the House of 
Commons next month to carry through one 
of the biggest programmes of work that 
he has yet had to face. Ireland and its 
Bill will take up some considerable time, 
If there is to be a settlement it must be 
a careful and complete one. One or two 
minor Bills may have to be introduced in 
connection with the settlement. Provision 
may have to be made for the completion of 
Irish land purchase, a matter which is 
long overdue, but of which, curiously 
enough, no mention was made in the 
agreement. The decisions of the Washinv- 
ton Conference, in all probability, wil! 
need the assent of Parliament. 

England, too, must have its share of the 
time. The Budget is certain to be an 
unportant one, and it is probable tha: 
whatever form it takes, determined effort 
will be made to secure a reduction of taxa. 
tion. It is, however, inconceivable tha‘ 
the Government should not have recog 
nised that there is a really imperative 
demand for reduction, and that members 
of Parliament are being asked to see 
there isone. The Geddes report will make 
work for Parliament, it is certain; for 
some of the economies proposed will need 
legislation to give them effect. Should re 
form of the House of Lords be added to 
the programme, as the Unionist Party in- 
sists, there will almost certainly be an 
autumn session, and, even so, there wil! 
be little time for any other domestic legis 
lation. If so, the ordinary citizen wil! 
be rather grateful. He thinks that he 
is suffering now from over-much legisla- 
tion, with its tendency always to bureau- 
cracy.

SITUATION REVIEWED. 


The following statement was issued last night 
on behalf of the Irish railway companies :— 

In view of the present vailway unrest and 
the possible consequences as affecting the public, 
it is desired to state shortly the position of the 
companies. 

During the four and a-half years of Govern- 
ment control, conditions of service and rates of 
pay, based on the corresponding arrangements 
in Great Britain, were imposed on the Irish 
railway companies against their will and pretest. 

These arrangements were not ruitable or 

economically practicable in Ireland, and contri- 
buted largely to the deplorable financial posi- 
tion in which the companies found themselves 
on the termination of control. During the year 
ended July 31, 1921, a deficit of no less than 
£2,391,295, as compared with the year 1915, 
was incurred. 
This deficit was met by a guarantee of the 
Treasury, which was withdrawn on August the 
18th, 1921. In anticipation of this withdrawal 
the railway companies made certain proposals 
for a revision of the conditions of service and 
of rates of pay, with the object of bringing 
the future expenditure of the companies within 
reasonable limits. 


ARBITRATION. 
The representatives of the men efused to 


uent regotiations, an agreement was on- 
tered into between the parties providing, 
amongst other matters, for the establishment 
of an Arbitration Tribunal to determine the 
questions at issue. 

This tribunal consisted of five representatives 
on each side, with an independent chairman, 
nominated ru the Lord Chanceiisr of Ireland, 
who sel Mr. William Carrigan, K.C., for 
the position. 

The arbitration, which followed, dealt with 
three distinct issues—viz. :— 

(a) Whether the principle of standardisa- 
tion and a universal 8-hours working day, 
adopted during Government control, should be 
main :

In the first arbitration the terms of referenc 
agreed to on behalf of the railway companies 
and of the trade unions respectively were as 
to RdW. 

Whether the principal of standardisa- 
tion should be adopted in the settlement of

„(b.) Whether a universal eight-bours’ work- 

ing day should be maintained on the Irish 

railways.” 

The award on this branch of the subject was 
published .on September 10, 1921, when the 
chairman decided that, whereas it would be 
right and reasonable to maintain an 8-hours’ 
working day in some grades of the Irish rail- 
way services, the maintenance of a universal 
8-hours’ working day for all employés is not 
possible consistent with the solvency of the 
undertakings concerned, or their restoration to 
the same efficiency to serve the needs of the 
public as before Government control.

We announce with much regret, states The 
Times, that Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles died, 
after a short illness, at Algeciras yesterday 
morning. The funeral will be at Gibraltar to- 
day. Gibson Bowles will be long remem- 
bered for his services both in and out of the 
House of Commons as a vigilant guardian of 
the public purse and a relentless foe to official- 
ism in all its various forms. 


Mr. Gibson Bowles was one of the most 
versatile Parliamentary of his day. A 
terse and ready er, he was an authority 
on many aspects of finance. 

Experience in the Revenue Office gave him 
a firm grip and mastery of taxation. His suc- 
cessful test action against the Income Tax 
authorities in 1912 upset their claims in regard 
to deductions. 

It was not only in the Commons that Mr. 
Gibson Bowles was known and held in high 
esteem. He was an enthusiastic yachtsman, and 
held a master mariner’s certificate. 

He played a prominent part, too, in

Mr. Bowles was 78 years of age, having been 
born in 1844. For many years he represented 
the King’s Lynn Division, and afterwards the 
Southern Division of Leicester.

M. Briand and his Cabinet have re- 
signed, and the President of France has in- 
vited M. Poincare to form a new Ministry. 
M. Poincare will announce his decision 
to-day. 

The French Premier resigned under 
dramatic circumstances. It was known 
that several of his Ministers were not in 
agreement with his policy at Cannes. He 
favoured a moratorium to Germany in re- 
spect of reparations, so that, in collobora- 
tion with the other countries of Europe, a 
scheme for the economic revival of Europe 
could be put into operation. In return for 
this concession to British views, he pro- 
moted an Anglo-French defensive alliance. 
At a Cabinet meeting yesterday, how- 
ever, he brought all his colleagues to his way 
of thinking, but in the Chamber in the after- 
noon, he was considerably interrupted. 
Remarking that it was evident that he 
had not the confidence of the House, and. 
therefore, no right to participate, in France s 
name in the Cannes Conference, he gather- 
ed up his papers, left the House and at once 
placed his resignation in the hands of th

UNANIMOUS CABINET. 


PARIS, Thursday. 

M. Briand had a long interview with 
President Millerand this morning. Afterwards 
he attended a meeting of the Cabinet, which 
sasted for two hours. 

After the meeting it was declared by several 
Ministers that M. Briand had convinced the 
Cabinet that the proposed Anglo-French Pact 
was the best obtainable as regards French 
security, and that the entire Cabinet stood 
unanimously behind it. The so-called irreconcil- 
oblesgof the Cabiuet had come round to N. 
Briaud point of view after hearing his ex- 
planation. 

“I mformed my colleagues, not of what is 
being said at Cannes, outside the Conference, 
but of what has been said by the Conference” 
said M. Briand after the meeting, adding, It 
is not all golf playing.” 

The Cabinet also discussed the advisabili 
of M. Briand addressing the Chamber this 
afternoon, it being argued that a vote of con- 
fidence before M. Briand’s return to Cannes 
wuuld be sufficient. 

The Premier, however, was strongly in favour 
of referring the situation to the Deputies, and 
at the subsequent sitting of the House he 
made a statement on the proposed moratorium 
to Germany, and the Anglo-French alliance. 

M. Briand was considerably interrupted, and 
finally said that it was obvious that he had 
not the confidence of the House. He then 
gathered up nis papers and left the Chamber, 
ud it became obvious that he intended to 
Tesign.

With regard to the Cannes Conference; he 
said that the negotiations had been most 
cordial, and France had not lost a centime of 
her due. 

Members of the Right here began to in- 
terrupt, and the President of the Chamber 
called them to order. 

M. Briand said that Britain was making great 
sacrifices, and France and Belgium thanked her 
for them. 

He proceeded to dwell on the advantages of 
the Saar arrangement. Thereupon, the ironic 
interruptions from the Right were renewed, and 
finally M. Briand, losing patience, closed his 
portiolio.
